

Mock Senate Ends In Turmoil 
After Heated Vietnam Debate

As the closing gavel sounded on 
this year’s Mock Senate, Mr. John 
Bucholtz of the Political Science 
Department turned to Mr. Frank 
Fenner, of the History Depart- 
ment and remarked: “That Mock 
Senate was more like the French 
Assembly than the American 
Senate!” No one objected. 

What started out as a relatively 
calm discussion of a bill that 
would place government support 
behind birth control turned into 
a free-for-all shouting match be- 
tween the parliamentarian, the 
vice-president, the majority and 
minority leaders, and a group of 
ten to twenty Senators. 

The opening prayer was the 
last quiet word to be heard. 

From the prayer the Mock 
Senate moved into a discus- 
sion of majority leader John 
Gross’s bill for the legaliza- 
tion of birth control in the 
United States. Tony Crement, 
minority leader for the Mock 
Senate which met last Thurs- 
day (Dec. 9), made an elo- 
quent plea in behalf of all the 
“fertile women of America” 

in his attempt to stop passage limiting provisions and the inva- 
of the majority’s bill 


“Senator” Crement proved that 
the majority is not always that 
as the senators defeated John 
Gross’s Birth Control Bill. It was 
another victory for the minority, 
as last year the minority was also 
able to defeat the majority at 
every attempt to pass a bill. > 

It was then that the Mock Sen- 
ate turned toward its rendezvous 
with choas. The state of Massa T 
chusetts under Richard Pih and 
the state of South Carolina under 
ex-minority leader Jim Beier join- 
ed to present to the Senate a reso- 
lution giving Senate support and 
approval to the war in Vietnam. 
The resolution called for a limited 
war with exploding of nuclear 
weapons, bombing of cities and 
moving of troops into North Viet- 
nam expressly forbidden. With the 
offering of this unannounced reso- 
lution the Senate became a sea of 
activity. 

As time was beginning to run 
out, those in opposition to the 
resolution began to stall. The first 
roadblock was in the form of an 
amendment from Utah which call- 


ment completely striking out the 
limiting clauses and merely call- 
ing for senatorial support of the 
war. As time went on so did de- 
bate. Senators Pih and Beier 
claimed that Crement’s “amend- 
ment” was not an amendment but 
a new resolution. The chair re- 
fused to follow this line of think- 
ing and Jim Robbins, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Mock Senate, ordered 
debate on the amendment to pro- 
ceed. In the end the amendment 
passed by a wide majority. 

Then the near riot began as 
parliamentary procedure used by 
Robbins and parliamentarian Tom 
Duffy certainly would have caus- 
ed Roberts to write a new chapter 
in his book on procedure!

optimistic over the new project. 
“We have one problem though,” 
Mr. McAvoy states, “and that is 
the fact that the present kitchen — 
the old storage room — has no ven- 
tilation. As a result, there is a lot 
of smoke and bad ordor in the 
surrounding areas. If this arrange- 
ment becoiires permanent, we will 
probably install infrared heating 
equipment to replace the grill. 
This will solve the smoke and or- 
dor problem.” 

Thus far there has been 
little adverse criticism of the 
relocated snack area. Though 
still in its beginnings and on 
an experimental basis, indica- 
tions are that the new ar- 
rangement will become per- 
manent. 

The subcommittee on Halleck 
Center, a division of the college 
Development Committee, will eval- 
uate the new arrangement some- 
time near the end of the semester. 
At that time the decision will be 
made to either develop the pro- 
ject or return the grill to the 
Raleigh Room. 


The north lounge of the Halleck 
Student Center has recently taken 
on a new look with the moving of 
the grill and snack facilities from 
the downstairs Raleigh Room. The 
grill is now located in a onetime 
storage roonv in the Center’s north 
wing, and tables and chairs have 
been placed in the adjoining lounge 
area. 

Under the present arrange- 
ment, which is still in its ex- 
perimental stages, students 
may purchase hot sandwiches, 
shakes, milk, coffee and rolls 
from the newly relocated eat- 
ing service. Diners are afford- 
ed a panoramic view of the 
north campus. 

If the experiment is a success, 
the storage room where the grill 
is presently located will be con- 
verted into a modern kitchen and 
fountain area. In addition, new 
furniture will be purchased and 
the interior of the lounge redec- 
orated.

Construction of the tower 
on a hill east of the barns be- 
hind Drexel Hall is scheduled 
to 4 begin January 6, by the 
TV Cable Company of Rens- 
selaer, Indiana. 

Cable television, a relatively-new 
development in the field of elec- 
tronics, operates through the cable

tower and the numerous antennas 
which are attached to it. The 
tower receives signals from dis- 
tant stations, amplifies them and 
delivers them into a network of 
coaxial lines. 

From the cable line a drop line 
delivers the signal into the view- 
er’s receiver.

Giants 105-93 In Opener 


Coach Dick Pawlow’s freshman 
basketballers put extra strain on 
the Collegeville time-keeper as 
they scuttled Wabash’s Tiriy Giants 
in their first official encounter of 
the 65-66 season. Pawlow used 13 
players (six of whom hit double 
figures) in the 105-93 blitz. 

Forward Bob Herber (23) and 
center Frank Pohlgeers (19) took 
scoring honors on the basket-end 
of several press-wrecking assists 
from the likes of guards Chuck 
Lamm, Steve Scharf and Jim Lin- 
coln. Lamm also added 13 points 
to the century-plus total. Jim 
Nicolletta hit 7 of 10 floor shots 
and added three free throws for 
17 and Scharf and Lincoln pumped 
in. 10 apiece. Forward Dan Ellis 
had the distinction of scoring the 
100th point on a free throw with 
2:49 remaining and finished the 
evening with nine points. Overall 
the frosh hit 42 of 86 shots (.488) 
and 25 of 36 free throws as op- 
posed to the visitors 36 of 92 
field goals and 21 of 28 charity 
tosses. 

The Saints completely dominated 


play underneath in gaining re- 
venge for a loss to the Wabash 
frosh at Crawfordsville by the 
64-65 outfit. Led by Pohlgeers (16) 
and Herber (15) the Pumas out- 
rebounded their guests 55-25.

Porath finished 
with 12, followed by Laginess (11), 
and Dennis Fabbre, Bill Biros, and 
Joe Thompson, 10 each. Lamm 
totaled a dozen for the frosh; 
Pohlgeers, 11. Pohlgeers and Po- 
rath snatched 9 rebounds for their 
respective units.
